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EDITOR'S  OBSERVATIONS 


In  this  issue  of  the  Brasher  Bulletin  we  have  articles  from  three  of  our  regular 
contributors,  Jack  Totheroh,  Don  Kagin,  and  Jay  Roe.  Where  is  the  rest  of  the 
membership?  The  lifeblood  of  organizations  such  as  ours  is  the  willingness  to  share 
information  and  to  contribute  to  the  overall  knowledge  of  the  hobby.  Please  consider 
writing  a small  article. 

Don  Kagin  offers  another  (the  third)  in  a series  of  articles  updating  rarity  and  pricing 
information  of  the  large  private  and  pioneer  coinage.  When  Don  completes  the  task 
all  of  his  articles  will  be  placed  into  one  special  issue  of  the  Brasher  Bulletin. 

One  of  the  articles  in  this  issue  describes  the  recent  misfortune  of  Mr.  Jack  Totheroh, 
one  of  most  frequent  contributors.  It  is  difficult  to  assess  the  loss  of  such  a fine 
collection  assembled  over  many  years  both  to  Jack  and  the  hobby.  A quick  perusal 
of  the  items  taken  reveals  a great  many  rarities  that  may  not  be  recovered  and 
certainly  cannot  be  replaced.  Perhaps  by  publishing  information  on  the  burglary  in  the 
Brasher  Bulletin  we  can  make  our  membership  aware  of  the  lost  coins  and  should  any 
appear  for  sale  assist  Jack  in  their  recovery.  It  also  emphasizes  the  risk  of  keeping 
a large  collection  at  home  where  there  is  less  security  than  in  a bank  vault.  To  some, 
however,  not  having  the  collection  close  by  so  as  to  be  able  to  touch  and  hold  the 
coins  diminishes  the  enjoyment  of  the  hobby.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  Jack  has 
not  given  up  on  collecting  Cal  gold  as  a result  of  this  loss  and  has  started  to  add 
specimens  to  his  remaining  collection. 

Finally  there  are  the  contributions  of  Jay  Roe  who  always  manages  to  find  a new 
variety  of  Cal  gold  to  report.  Jay's  photographs  of  the  new  coins  are  appreciated. 
I hope  that  such  new  discoveries  stimulate  the  search  for  more  undiscovered  rarities. 
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BURGLARY 

Jack  Totheroh,  S.P.P.N.  //5 

On  September  29,  1993  I lost  my  collection  of  California  Small  Denomination 
Gold  in  a burglary.  A week  later  about  one- third  of  the  collection  was  re- 
covered from  the  jewelry  mart  area  of  downtown  Los  Angeles.  The  purpose  of 
this  article  is  to  give  recognition  to  the  role  played  by  my  many  coin-deal- 
er friends  and  to  thank  my  many  collector  friends  who  have  expressed  their 
sympathy  and  desire  to  help  when  possible. 

The  recovery  came  about  in  this  manner.  On  Wednesday  afternoon,  the  day  of 
the  burglary,  a hispanic  family,  father,  mother,  daughter  (apx.  12  yrs)  and 
son  (apx.  4)  entered  a currency  exchange  with  some  strange,  small  gold  coins 
to  sell.  The  daughter  acted  as  interpreter.  '’They  needed  money  to  pay  the 
rent.  The  coins  were  the  father’s  mother's  coins  which  she  had  had  for  a 
long  time/1 

After  some  delay,  the  currency  exchange  person  bought  98  of  them  for  some- 
thing less  than  $1,000  (what  he  had  in  the  cash  register).  The  next  day  he 
called  and  then  took  the  coins  to  Advance  Coin  in  Beverly  Hills,  Mike  Moline, 
who  said  they  needed  to  be  evaluated  and  would  need  to  be  kept  over  night 
before  an  offer  could  be  made.  Mike  called  on  Mark  Goldberg  to  determine 
their  authenticity  and  value.  Mark  told  Mike  to  make  out  a check  for  $6,000 
to  pay  the  Currency  Exchange.  At  the  same  time  Mark  was  suspicious  that  the 
coins  were  possibly  stolen.  Checking  the  Breen-Gillio  reference  work  he  saw 
that  B.G.419  had  only  two  known  (actually  three)  and  that  this  one  looked 
like  the  Lee  coin  sold  by  Superior  in  September,  1988  (Mark  was  a member  of 
the  firm  at  that  time}  He  decided  to  contact  Ron  Gillio  to  see  if  his  sus- 
picions could  be  confirmed.  Ron  said  he  thought  the  coins  were  from  a col- 
lection of  a client  of  his,  but  to  be  sure  he  would  talk  with  Bob  Lecce,  who 
knew  the  details  of  my  collection.  Bob  had  a list  of  the  Period  One  (1852- 
1856)  coins  I was  looking  for  and  B.G.419  wasn't  one  of  than. 

A stop  order  was  placed  on  the  $6,000  check.  Mark  Goldberg  informed  the 
currency  exchange  person  he  was  in  deep  trouble  for  accepting  stolen  goods. 
The  Santa  Paula  Police  Department  (Detective  David  Kemp)  was  notified  by 
Ron  Gillio. 

Just  one  week  after  the  burglary  Detective  Kemp  and  my  son,  David  went  to 
Los  Angeles  and  retrieved  14  coins  from  the  Currency  Exchange  and  84  from 
Advance  Coin.  At  current  auction  prices  what  was  recovered  comes  to  between 
$75,000  and  $85,000.  Obviously  the  burglars  didn't  know  what  they  had  when 
they  took  the  2001b.  safe.  Still  missing  are  numerous  Period  One  key 
California  Small  Denomination  Gold  pieces. 

My  thanks  to  Mike  Moline,  Mark  Goldberg,  Ron  Gillio,  Bob  Lecce,  David  Kemp 
and  David  Totheroh.  Without  their  help  my  98  coins  would  still  be  missing. 

I have  had  letters  and  phone  calls  from  dealers  and  collectors  expressing 
their  sympathy,  concern  and  offers  to  help  in  the  search  and  recovery  of 
what  remains  out  there.  Jay  Roe  has  phoned  twice.  Two  nice  letters  from 
Dave  Bowers,  one  offering  pictures  for  identification  of  any  coins  I had 
purchased  in  Bowers -Merena  Auctions  1986  and  after.  Our  editor  of  the 
Brasher  Bulletin,  Dave  Showers,  suggested  I write  this  article  to  inform 
those  who  didn't  already  know  of  the  burglary.  I had  a great  conversation 
with  Art  and  Don  Kagin  at  the  Long  Beach  Show.  Just  yesterday  (Feb.  11) 
a registered  letter  came  from  Bob  Lecce,  'Dear  Jack,  Best  Wishes,  Regards, 
Bob  Lecce,  B.G.305  enclosed'. 
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When  the  98  were  recovered  among  them  were  all  of  the  Period  One  octagonal 
halves  (except  for  B.G.305  and  a few  die  states).  Bob  knew  that.  So  now 
I still  have  the  only  complete  set  including  B.G.305A  and  B.G.306A.  As  a 
result  I think  I will  keep  working  on  my  hobby.  It  is  such  a neat  treasure 
hunt  into  the  history  of  the  Gold  Rush. 

Maybe  someday  with  all  of  your  help  we  will  recover  some  more  of  the  miss- 
ing little  gems.  My  sincere  thanks  to  all  of  you  for  your  concern  and  sup- 
port. It  has  made  the  trauma  of  the  loss  much,  much  easier  to  handle.

I was  delighted  when  a new  round  25  cent  coin  passes  through  my  hands  recently. 
It  is  9.7  mm  wide,  0.35  mm  thick,  weighs  0.28  grams,  and  is  of  high  grade  gold.  The 
obverse  is  identical  with  BG-204  (not  BG-203  which  lacks  the  die  break  at  the  7th 
obverse  star).  The  reverse,  although  characteristic  of  F & D's  work,  is  completely 
new.  Unusual  is  that  the  center  legend  "DOL"  is  preceded  by  a star.  The  coin  is  a 
lovely  AU  with  an  almost  undetectable  plug  at  the  6th  star  done  by  Allen  L.  Stockton. 
This  coin  should  be  assigned  number  BG-204C.  It  should  be  noted  that  BG-204A  is 
the  BG-204/206  that  sold  in  Kruegar's  ANA  Sale  in  1984,  lot  2812,  for  $176.  BG- 
204B  is  BG204/1308  purchased  by  me  at  Midamerica's  May  1989  Sale  (lot  1696). 
So  it  pays  to  keep  searching.  More  and  More  new  rarities  in  this  fascinating  lovely 
series  are  still  being  found.
